LEAGUE NOTES

One fact is becoming increas- 
ingly more apparent: The anti- 
labor forces of this country are 
united. And they have 92 per cent 
of the daily 
press on their 
side. By sup- 
pression and 
distortion of 
facts they are 
trying to con- 
vince the na- 
tion that labor 
is to blame for 
a lag in defense production and 
for every other ill that besets the 
world. 


Their prejudiced post-mortems on 
the fall of France are intended as 
a “horrible example” of what hap- 
pens to countries in which labor is 
free. 

What are the facts? Pierre Cot, 
former air minister of France, 
gives his first reason for the defeat 
of France in these words: “The 
greed of the defense industry and 
the bankers for profits.” 


HUGE PROFITS 

More facts? The American work- 
ingman in 1940 produced 11 per 
cent more than in 1937. His wages 
increased only 4 per cent. 

More? He produced 41 per cent 
more per man than in 1929 but his 
wages increased only 24 per cent. 
Corporations, not labor, have pro- 
fited. 

And corporations today are will- 
ing to shut down defense produc- 
tion rather than grant a modest 


the rising cost of living. 


But it will take more than talk 
and indignation to combat this 
flood of propaganda directed 


against union labor. It will require 
more unity and singleness of pur- 
pose in the ranks of organized 
labor. 

We will have to quit, immediately, 
supplying ammunition to our ene-| 
mies by pouring our hard-earned! 
money into the pockets of those} 
who would deprive us of our rights 
We endanger the wage structure 
of all union labor when we buy 
non-union products and_ services. 
The union label is our only safe- 
Demand it insistently, 
stubbornly!
